AN ANNIVERSARY 

Twenty years ago, almost to a 
day, the United States declared 
war on Germany and the Central 
Powers. It was the will of the 
nation. On that fateful April 6 
of 1917, all were convinced that 
it was our solemn duty to help 
save the world for democracy, to 
help fight the war to end wars. 

So the bands played, the peo¬ 
ple cheered and waved flags, and 
the boys marched off to the bat¬ 
tle fields of France. They didn’t 
know about shrieking shells and 
the stabbing pain of a shrapnel 
wound, about the mud and stench 
and slaughter of war, and the 
agony of dying. 

Neither did we—then. 

Today we know the World 
War dealt death to 54,000 of our 
young men, and wounds to 190,- 
000 more. It brought on the ra¬ 
vages of depression. It left us 
poorer to the extent of 12 billion 
dollars in uncollectible debts. Out 
of it grew the forces that caused 
democracies to collapse, that sent 
nations at each others’ throats 
again. 

Twenty years ago we had not 
guessed that this would be the 
aftermath. Twenty years ago we 
had not seen men come home 
blinded or unable to walk, or with 
lungs ruined from breathing gas; 
we had not known the sorrow of 
wives and mothers and friends 
and relatives of youths who didn't 
come back. 

Today we have seen these 
things, and have not forgotten. 

If one senses the temper of 
the nation aright, America would 
fight to defend its shores and its 
homes. But to send our men and 
money and goods to foreign bat¬ 
tlefields again—no. Never again. 

We have not forgotten. May we 
never forget. 

COUNTY LEVIES HIGH 

Per capita general county 
taxes for current purposes in Los 
Angeles county averaged $12.60 
for 1936-37, according to a study 
recently completed by California 
Taxpayers’ association. In addi¬ 
tion to this levy, the association 
stated, an average of 19 cents per 
capita was levied for bonds, $9.06 
for current school purposes, $3.42 
for school bonds, and $1.36 for 
county special districts. The to¬ 
tal for county, school, and spe¬ 
cial district purposes, exclusive 
of cities, the association stated, 
was $26.63 per capita. 

For the state as a whole, the 
association found that the ave¬ 
rage per capita levy for general 
county purposes for 1936-37 was 
$11.74, for county bonds 70 cents, 
for current school purposes $8.68, 
for school bonds $2.87, and for 
special district taxes $1.23, the 
total average per capita taxes 
levied, exclusive of cities, being 
$25.22. 

In 24 California counties the 
total average per capita tax 
levy, exclusive of cities, was 
higher than the state average of 
$25.22. 

LETS HELP NATURE 

No one who has ever breathed 
In the beauty of the wildflowers 
spread over California hillsides in 
blankets of rich color will like 
to consider the possibility that 
there may be no wildflowers a 
deeade hence. 

But consider it we must. For 
that calamity will befall, the 
Wildflower Conservation League 
tells U3, if people go on picking 
the flowers at the rate they have 
In past years. 

On Saturday the League will 
meet to launch a movement de¬ 
claring a three-year closed season 
on wildflowers. No legislation is 
to be sought. The appeal will be 
for a voluntary ban, on the 
theory that people will respond 
more willingly to an appeal than 
to coercion. 

Even now the wild iris are al¬ 
most gone. California’s poppy 
fields, famous in song and story 
the world over, are greatly di¬ 
minished. Are we to see them 
all disappear, simply because peo¬ 
ple thoughtlessly pick them ? 

Let’s help Nature to keep Cali¬ 
fornia beautiful. Let’s give the 
wildflowers a chance!
